Airey 
the track teams' second man in the 
half mile and who also placed in the 
440 at the Interfaculty games has 
been doing very well over, the longer 
stretch. He has been pressing Brain 
and Rubin to the limit and should 
strengthen the team, considerably 
while Clement the Medical runner Is 
also in very good form. Boness who 
i* making the trip as sixth man is 
a hard runner who can put up a good 
race. -

Two Papers Presented at 
Meeting in Ritz-Carlton 

TiiIch of remedies that rival in tholv 
composition the ctttnld brow of the 
witches of Macbeth, recounted 03 
part or a survoy of the oxtont of 
■llllick' medical piactlees. or tho pro 
sent day, was the substance of « 
papor rend before the Osier Socioty 
which met hi Ihe Vice Ilcgnl Suite of 
tho KHz Carlton Hotel last Tuesday 
evening . 

The rirst of two papers delivered 
to Iho meeting was one sketching the 
liro of bord Lister.. J). O. • McKlnnon 
In treating his subject; gave a lirlct 
resume of Msler's ancestors nouu of 
whom showed except louai qualities 
excepting perhaps his rather, who, 
dcspllu a very limited education, 
gained world wide reputation by his 
discoveries In the field of optics lead- 
ing to the perfection of the achro 
nintlc lens and the microscope. 

Joe bister (later l.o.'d bister) was 
born lu 1S27. lie received his early 
education in two private schools and 
at- 17 entered University College 
London graduating three years lalir 
na a Bachelor ,of Arts. From child- 
hood his great desire' hud been to bo 
a surgeon and In this he was ever en- 
couraged by his father. As a con- 
sequence he entered Medicine 
graduating at the ago of 26. The staff 
of the University at that time in- 
cluded many distinguished . teachers 
especially Warton Jones, Prof, of 
Opthnlmlc -Medicine .and Surgery, 
Wni. Sharpy I'rot. of Physiology, 
Ltndley Prof, of Botany and Prof 
Graham of Chemistry, in these men 
Lister found not only brilliant teach 
ors. but also wise counsellors. During 
his student days Lister published 
several journals and investigations 
which won fovourable comment 
Here for tho first time we recognize 
not only Listor the student but Lister 
the Pathologist and Physiologist. 

On the completion of his studies he 
proceeded to Edinburgh and became, 
house surgeon to Mr. Synic at tho 
Itoyni Infirmary of that city. It win 
here, that" bo' prepared his paper on 
"Early stages of inflammation" as 
si tidied In the web of a frogs fuot 
An Interesting sidelight at this time 
was his nmrrluge to Agnes ' Synie 
(laughter of his. chief. On his return 
to I'ldlnburgh after an extensive trip 
In the continent ho commenced 
general practice. How well ,ic suc- 
ceeded In those days may bj realized 
by a. reference of Mrs. Lister at that 
tlm to VPoo:' Joe and his tine pa'lent'. 

Korlunatoly, he obtained the chair 
of surgery at Glasgow University ihid 
It wits In Iho wards of tho Infirmary 
there that he curried on some nl' his 
most nolahln work, especially on thn 
Important subject of suppuration. 
Surgery to him Was a means only of 
currying on his extensive scientific 
Investigation. Pasleur n't Ibis time 
published his investigations on fir- 
nienlajloii and putréfaction and Lister 
realized Hie relation tills might have 
on the iiupallon oi suppuration and 
wound Intention, IMitrufactlon, ho 
learned, was really duo lo f on non un- 
ion anil was dun to microscopic, 
orga nisms, convoyed by I lie n ir . 
Therefore by protamine wounds 
against a|r-liiirnu germs ho should be 
aille lo prevent put refuel Inn J I lu wus 
thus able tn duvolopo a method of 
Antiseptic Huruei-y whereby no sup- 
puration tunic place and open wounds, 
could bo treated similar lo closed 
wounds.

(Ked) Re d, of Arts '25. who has beon 
appointed Chairman of the Collection 
Committee. 

A moUon to send the Hooters Band 
tj Kingston was passed unanimously 
and after some discussion as.to the 
amount tha.t should be spent of -.he 
Band's funds on this jOCcasion, 
view of the other expenses which have 
been incurred already and the amount 
which' will be required for carrying 
out the present plans for this org-ini- 
zation's activity throughout out coltjse 
year, It was decided to grant each mem- 
ber of the band his return transporta- 
tion, to Kingston and a substntlal _i- 
mount for meals.

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SPORT— A TEACHER OR A GOD 

■ ■ .■ ■ 

In his book, "Success," Lord Bcaverbrook argues that the 
future lies with the people who take exercise, and not too much 
exercise. In this there is a lot of truth. Without exercise, and ex- 
ercise that is regulated, few men now at McGill will see the year 
1 964 in the best of health . To a man of the world, whatever his 
occupation, a sound constitution is as essential as a sound mind, 
and only exercise of the right kind will result in that fit body so 
necessary to success. McGill with compulsory physical education, 
has not been slow to realize and to enforce this truth. 

But the Canadian Peer, in his plea for moderation, goes on 
to paint a black picture of those who make sport thier god . "The 
hero- of the playing fields becomes the dunce of the office." 
Again there is more than a little truth in the statement . Too great 
devotion to physical fitness is as bad as too great mental activity. 
There is, however, another aspect to Lord Beaverbrook's gloomy 
thought. If a man, here though he may be of field, ring or track, 
realizes that there is something greater than popularity and glory, 
the sense of achievement that is his when he distinguishes him- 
self in some athletic battle then there is no fear that he will be- 
• come "the dunce of the office." Many an athlete in the past has 
become that dunce. Desire for renown, for physical \perfection 
has often been too strong, and the intellectual side of life has been 
neglected as a result. But many equally great heroes on the Cam- 
pus, have been men enough to see that there should be a limit 
to all things, that mental strength is as necessary as physical power 
in the world outside the college walls. There is no better train- 
ing foT leadership than that taught by sport, but only if sport is 
considered as a teacher, and not as a god, will the student of its 
lessons tread the royal road — Success. 

The average man at McGill intends to make a success of his 
life, both at college and after graduation. He probably realiyes' 
that his present character, modified by time, will be essentially 
the same forty years hence. He also understands that the charac- 
ter and quality of his future life will depend upon his acquirments 
in the days of his late teens and early twenties. But he seldom 
bothers to aim definitely at some objective, resting content if he 
passes his courses with credit . He lets the future take care of 
tself . 

One of the best of habits, and not one over difficult to form, 
is that of industry. Few men succeed without industry, which is 
it is necessary to add, properly applied . Misguided, its loses all 
its value. Genius, somebody wrote, is ninty-nine per cent ap- 
plication and one per cent inspiration. With equal truth, he could 
have said that success is due ninety per cent to work, ten to its 
proper application. There are few obstacles insurmountable to 
hard labour. It lowers many barriers in the struggle of College 
and of the world. Industry, once acqired, is not easily re' : 'i 
quished. It grips a man and leads him on, his feet very often on 
the rough road to Success .

McGill Graduate Describes 
Medical Practice in Orient 

Dr W. R. MORSE 

Scientific Dentistry and Sur 
gery Unknown in China 

Tho evuesomc details of existing 
londiiions in the practice of modi- 
'■U science in China were described 
)>• Dr. \V. 1», Morse. ex-dean of llu< 
.-'acuity of Medicine of Union Uni- 
versity, Chenstu. West China, who 
spent a Jay in Montreal yesterday"..,) 
route to Johns Hopkins Hospital to 
Jo research work, 

The career of Dr. Morse, a graduait! 
in Medicine of McGill, rends like a 
page In a dime novel. He has travers- 
ed Thibet, the forbidden kind throe 
times. He has run a hospital single- 
handed i n China a land where doc- 
tors believe the human head has but 
one bone, and the human letr not 
many more. He is now poing round 
with a Hockcfeller Travelling Fellow- 
ship doing research work at famo.is 
medical schools, before starting hack 
to China to turn out more trained 
Chinese medical men with western 
idea s of medicine and surgery and 
knowledge of fighting ^disease. 

Dentistry ns known in the Western 
world is unknown in China and the 
faculty of dentistry in Union Univer- 
sity is the sole institution of Its kind 
and a curiosity to the Chinese. Teeth 
in China rot out. fall out, or are dug 
oui w>th instruments like blacksmith's 
screws or nails. Toothache or dental 
decay, the Chinese believe is caused 
by worms and the Chinese dentist will 
gouge out the tooth with a nail or 
screw and produce the "worm" be- 
fore the sufferer's eyes. "Either it is 
an artificial maggot or a bit of the 
nerve of the tooth, which. 1 don't 
know, "Dr. Morse observed, "but pro- 
duce one he certainly does." 

The instrument used are as those 
used by a blacksmith for horse-shoe- 
ing. 

.Ins: as peculiar are the methods 
used ip medical practice. The Chinese 
belief is that disease is caused, not by 
bacteria but by bad spirits. Each body 
its good spirltp and it* bad spirit? 
and is a mixture of cas and blood 
Bad air causes disease, and is due (■■ 
the bad spirits, and this bad air mu:i 
be expelled. Hence they have some 
;SS0 odd placer in the body where they 
drive needles in and allow the bad 
spirits to escape. 

Dr. Morse himself witnessed a 
Chinese doctor at work driving ont 
bad spirits with needles. Clad in a 
coat which glistened all over with 
cakes of dirt the doctor was ready 
for his subject. His "instruments'" 
rows of needles four or five inches 
long, were struck into the filthy coat. 
The doctor took a needle out, spat 
on it and ran it into the corner of a 
man's eye. along ".he ridge. Then he 
' look another sput on it and ran it up 
the nose right up to the bone at the top 
of the nose until the blood sputed out 
giving it a sharp knock with his 
fist to ensure that it entered the bone.

Schools 
which refuse to bo Invontlgntod and 
have luildegunto equipment.. In 
1 90IÎ there wcro 102 Mcdcal Colleges 
In the United States whllo In l!i23 
there were only 80 nnd 74 of these had 
sallsfadloiy en I ran so rcqiilre">onLs.

Bather than emphasizing the 
difference between the two unMans/wo 
should try to point out the essential 
unity which naturally exists between 
those who think aliko, speak alike,

"Last spring «• a member of the 
Senate Committee on Foreign Isola- 
tions I hnd to consider thirty differ- 
ent treaties with foreign powers that 
wore submitted to ithc Senate for rati- 
fication. Somehow or other I seemed 
to sense in thcFC and mnny other in- 
ternational proposals a feeling of un- 
reality and almost futility. Will Bo- 
gers hns said that the American peo- 
ple were more interested in where 
tljey could find room to park thou 
cni's rather than In our foreign rela- 
tions. At any rate our relations with 
Kngland certainly should be a con- 
cern and personal Interest of every 
citizen." 

"Though 'we are the heirs of many 
nations, and havo received in our In- 
heritance tho blessings of many civi- 
lizations, we are proitd to take our 
»hare. in the heritage of England's 
poets, artists, and philosophers. Wo 
like to think of England's past hb 
our own. of her generals, statesmen 
and admirals as if we had and u lot 
with them. ^Though Anglo-American 
relations have novor beoiiTbettor than 
they are now, it Is up to us to bring 
tho two countries to an oven' more 
complete and cordial undcrHlithdlh

IN TALK TU IIABVAHD DAM US. 



'Is miirringo the most (important 
thing in IlfeV' was Mic qucsiion dis- 
cussod by l 'rendent Kllloï at a mcot- 
Ing of the Harvard Damos recently 
at Plilllips Hrooks House. 

"I have asked many young men 
md women this question", siiid Pres- 
ident Elliot, "and the majority say 
Yes'. Hut thcio is a growing num- 
ber or young women who desire to 
have an independent life wilth intel- 
lectual and financial freedom. 1 can- 
not su y that' I consider this career 
botter than tho 1 career of mother- 
hood." 

President Elliot -once began a re- 
search to find out why families 
which had for generations sent their 
rpns to Harvard, gradually ceased io 
bo represented in tho University. 
Tho Impossibility of finding records 
of the maternal sides forced h'm to 
abandon tho attempt, but he said 
that ho had secured Irrefutable proof 
that tlio Anglo Saxon stock In Amer- 
ica Is dying out. 

"Tlio suicide of a race", as Pros! 
dent Eliot termed this, "Ls a. formld 
able thing, and there Is no reason 
why we should not do out utmost to 
change it. One of tho chief points 
where contention Is nocdod is the 
idea held by some of tho modern 
young women, that nin.rringo Is not 
the most important thing In life- If 
failure In manjiitjgo is tho most un 
happy thing in life. Iben yairoly i 
Ruccesful marriage la the happiest 
and most important. I hopo.you all 
realize that no career. offers Ihe hap 
plness, tho hopefulness. ,nnd tho con 
lontednoHH, which being the mother 
of a fiunilly gives."

Man can- 
not live isolated: wo are all bound to- 
gether for mutual good or else for 
mutual misery, as living nerves, in the 
same body. Let it be for mutual good.
